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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . By way of the amendment filed 8/10/2009: claim 1 is amended, and claims 2-7 
are originals. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings were received on 8/10/2009. These drawings are accepted. Also 
the drawing objection related to claim 7 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. The prior art does not anticipate or make obvious the method of making a 
retroreflector where a first plastic layer is injected onto a mold in a uniform manner, and 
then a second layer of plastic is injected on top of the first layer; thereby filling the 
recesses left by the first filling and making a flat support backing. The first layer needs 
to be uniform to avoid shrink marks that can lower part quality. 

6. The closest prior art is Nilsen (U.S. Patent 5,780,140). Nilsen teaches a method 
for making a retroreflector where a first layer of plastic is applied to a mold. This layer is 
not uniform, and during the processing shrinks causing a slight depression to form in 
each reflector element. An optional step in the Nilsen process is to deposit a protective 
layer onto the shrunk reflector elements, thereby filling the slight depressions and 
making a flat support backing. 
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7. The instant invention requires that the first layer be uniform, that the remaining 
portion of the cavity behind the first layer maintain substantially the same shape as the 
reflector element (i.e. cube corner), and that no shrink marks occur in the first layer. 
Nilsen however teaches a similar process but does not teach the important aspects that 
where just discussed. Furthermore the prior art does not provide motivation to alter the 
Nilsen process accordingly. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
